subject to the “due date” for charge 
accounts provided in Section 1, sub.

The school year of 1941 has been 
one that has had a great number of 
work involved throughout the year. 
The average attendance of High 
School has been 95 and Public school 
135 per month and the percentage of 
both schools has been averaging the 
same as the previous year, 

Your board has had many difficul- 

ties to overcome during the year 
and was faced with the problems of 
a new salary schedule for the teach- 
ers; this was completed after sev- 
eral meetings with teachers repre- 
sentatives, a salary schedule was 
completed which was agreeable to 
both teachers and Board, 
' There have been several changes 
on the teaching staff.of both high 
and public schools. 
severe shortage of men teachers, this 
becoming more acute as time goes 
on, 

Several urgent repaira were done; 
re-surfacing the floors in “P.T,.” and 
chemistry rooms, new equipment in 
chemistry room and flowering the 
floor and putting a new floor in Pub- 
lic School basement—this being used 
as a P.T, and assembly room, 

A new iron flag pole has been rai- 
sed on the public school grounds, and 
necessary repairs done to buildings 
to keep them in good condition, 

We regret the loss through death 
of the late Trustee C, T. Lally, and 
also the school janitor for many years 
the late J. E, Wilkins, 

The schools were closed in Sep- 
tember on order from the Provincial 
Board of Health, on account of the 
prevailing sickness at that time, 

The géneral shop has had to be 
closed for the balance of the term 
on account of our not being able to 
secure a male teacher with shop ex- 
perience, the government taking all 
shop teachers on war work,

Cured Five Times as Quickly by 
British Scientists’ Discovery, .

Black fever is prevalent on thé 
southern and eastern coasts of the 
(Medi‘crranean, in Morocco, Turkey. 
Yugoslavia, Palestine, the Sudan and 
even as far afield as India, Malaya 
and South America; Most of its vic 
‘tims are children between the ages of 
one and three, and in some areas as 
many ag 8 in 10 of them die, 

The new drug, which is injected in, 
to the veins, gives better results with 
a. fiftieth of the dose of other rem~- 
edies, at one tenth of the cost and 
in a fifth of the time, One of the 
first cures, a Hindu seaman from Cal- 
cutta, aged 26, was able to leave the 
hospital six weeks after he had been 
given 400 mgms,, in 8 daily doses.

Hamilton, January:—The General 
public failed to use the remarkable 
discoveries of science and medicine, 
which, if properly used would pro- 
long life, cure many diseases and 
make Canada 4 healthier nation, So 
said Dr, J, E: Davey, M.O.H, of Ham- 
ilton, Ont. in an article in a special 
health supplement published by the 
Hamilton Spectator, 

Dr, Davey said: “In spite of this, 
however, the fact remaing that our 
knowledge has overpassed our will 
to action, Too often we know what 
should be done or left undone, but 
fail to put this knowledge to practi- 
cal use, Individually and collectively 
‘we are sinners above measure against 
the simplest and best known rules of 
good health, We know the foods with} 
best nutritive values, but discard | 
them for non-essential; we know im- 
munization will protect, but neglect 
to be immunized; we know the dan- 
gers of focal infection, but continue 
to hold fast to diseased teeth or.ton- 
sils; we know. that over-fatigue, late- | 
hours, food fads and questionable 
habils contribute largely to reduced | 
vitality and premature old age, but 
continue our indulgence against bet- 
ter judgement. We know that flies. 
rats, ‘mosquitoes and vermin may 
and do help to spread diseases, but 
we fail to take the necessary steps 
to eradicate them. We know that 
noxious weeds, smoke noise, dust con- 
tribute te ill-health but, nevertheless. 
these nuisances continue with very, 
little serious effort toward their a- 
batement; we know that neglected 
colds are very communicable and fre- | 
quently lead to serious pulmonary, 
cardiac or renal trouble, but in spite 
of this, we continue to circulate soc- 
ially or in business or in overcrowded 
street cars, coughing and sneezing 
our bacteria indiscriminately, leading 
to the infection of others, to our own 
detriment as well as theirs. . We 
know that over-eating, sedentary ha- 
bits and worry contribute to high

The fact is that the Government 
| did give wheat growers thig year in 

addition to the. market price of about 
; 54 a Lushel bonuses amounting to 
| 2 mililon dollars which is equal to a- 
bout 26 cents a bushel, Wheat grow- 
ers who participated in all these bon- 
uses therefore (many wheat grow- 
ers of course did not) did receive ap. 
proximately §0 cents a bushel at 
their country point or about $1.00 at 
Fort William, The extra price there- 
fore that the Government is being 
asked to pay is only 20 cents a bush- 
el additional, 

| Some of his 20 cents even could 
be saved if the Government would 
| charge neutral countries such as Eire 
and Spain a proper and 
reasonavle price for the wheat they 
are purchasing from us, There does 
not geem to be any reason why these 
neutral countries that are not at war 
and which therefore are comparative- 
ly well off should be given wheat at 
a price that is less than the cost of 
production, 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price:—Since August last ex- 
ports of Canadian wheat overseas are 
24.9 million bushels higher than this
